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(A)  INTRODUCTION 


The  Cook  Family  is  among  the  forty-nine  “best  families”  selected  by  the 
American  Historical-Genealogical  Society  for  whom  the  Society  has  published 
family  histories  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  Cook  Family  has  been  prominent  in  the  British  Empire  and  in  the 
United  States,  its  members  having  played  important  roles  in  war  and  in  peace. 
Family  pride  is  a  commendable  trait  and  should  be  cultivated.  All  Cooks  have 
just  cause  to  be  proud  of  their  family  history  and  traditions. 

In  references  Nos.  3,  10,  7  and  14  we  find  the  following  regarding  the 
origin  and  meaning  of  the  name  Cook: 

The  name  of  Cook  was  first  used  by  those  whose  occupation  corresponded 
with  the  name.  In  such  days  as  those,  with  the  number  of  personal  retainers  and 
the  excess  of  hospitality  expected  of  the  feudal  chief,  the  culinary  department 
was  a  very  significant  part  of  the  baronial  establishment. 

Our  “Cooks”  are  relics  of  the  old  “le  Coke,”  “le  Cook”  or  “Cokeman.”  The 
Corpus  Christi  Play  (York)  styles  them  “Cukes”;  the  Norwich  Play  includes 
them  among  the  “Vinters  and  Inkeapers.” 

The  Anglo-Saxon  form  is  “Cue,”  “Cucca.”  “Coke”  is  one  of  the  earliest 
forms,  and  in  the  Domesday  Book  there  are  several  tenants  styled  “Cocus,”  and 
one  “quidam  Coquus  Regis.”

We  have  selected 
what  we  consider  the  most  important  material.  Many  of  the  daughters,  and 
sons  for  whom  no  issue  was  shown,  have  been  omitted  from  the  pedigrees.  A 
missing  symbol  indicates  that  a  name  has  been  omitted.  Those  desiring  further 
information  are  advised  to  consult  the  volumes  mentioned  in  the  list  of  Refer¬ 
ences. 

The  compiler  hopes  that,  in  producing  this  volume,  he  is  bringing  to  the 
Cook  Family  information  which  will  be  of  interest  and  value  to  them,  and  that 
he  is  rendering  an  important  service  to  the  public.  He  and  his  associates  will 
be  glad  to  give  their  co-operation  to  members  of  the  family  who  are  interested  in 
having  a  complete  genealogy  of  the  family  published. 

Unless  otherwise  plainly  shown,  the  persons  in  this  volume  whose  names 
are  accompanied  by  three  figures  are  children  of  the  immediately  preceding 
persons  bearing  immediately  preceding  numbers.  All  persons  in  each  group 
bearing  the  same  letter  as  a  part  of  their  numbers  are  directly  related.  The 
generations  of  the  descendants  of  those  bearing  numbers  of  three  figures  are 
represented  as  follows.

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(B)  THE  COOK  COAT  OF  ARMS 


A  Coat  of  Arms  is  an  emblem  or  a  device  which  is  displayed  by-  titled 
persons,  persons  of  royal  blood,  and  their  descendants.  Coats  of  Arms  were 
originally  used  for  purposes  of  identification  and  recognition  on  the  field  of 
battle  as  well  as  in  civil  life. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude  form,  were 
used  by  Noah’s  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records  of  other  Coats  of  Arms, 
in  one  crude  form  or  another,  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history.  Heraldry, 
however,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not  become  of  much  importance  until  soon 
after  the  invasion  of  England  by  William  the  Conqueror,  A.  D.  1066.  Her¬ 
aldry  became  of  general  interest  at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades. 

The  Cook  Coat  of  Arms  shown  in  the  front  of  this  volume  is  the  Arms  of 
the  Cooks  of  Northumberland  and  Yorkshire;  Doncaster,  co.  York  (without 
crest  or  motto)  and,  with  slight  variations,  of  other  lines  of  the  name.  It  is 
also  used  by  the  Cookes  of  Wheatley,  Baronets,  and  by  the  Cookes  of  Owston, 
co.  York.  Numerous  other  branches  of  the  Cook  family  use  Coats  of  Arms 
similar  to  it. 

This  is  the  most  widely  used  of  all  Cook  Coats  of  Arms  and  has  been  in 
existence  for  many  centuries.  It  is  described  in  BURKE’S  GENERAL 
ARMORY,  BURKE’S  LANDED  GENTRY,  BURKE’S  PEERAGE  AND 
BARONETAGE  and  other  reliable  works  on  heraldry,  in  some  cases  accom¬ 
panied  by  illustrations.  It  has  been  used  for  generations  by  many  American 
branches  of  the  Cook  family.

Albert  John  Cook:  Naturalist;  b.,  Owasso,  Mich.,  1842;  professor  of 
zoology  and  entomology,  Agricultural  College;  for  many  years  agricultural  cor¬ 
respondent  and  editor  for  New  York  papers. 

Clarence  Chatham:  Journalist;  b.,  Dorchester,  Mass.,  1828;  grad.,  Har¬ 
vard,  1849,  and  after  studying  architecture,  was  employed  for  many  years  as 
a  teacher;  was  New  York  “Tribune”  correspondent  in  Paris. 

Daniel  Pope:  Lawyer;  b.,  Scott  Co.,  Ky.,  1795;  began  practice  of  law  in 
Kaskaskia,  Ill.,  1815 ;  first  Attorney-General  of  Illinois;  Judge  of  circuit  court  in 
western  circuit  and  several  times  a  mem.  of  Congress.  Cook  County,  Ill.,  was 
named  in  his  honor. 

George  Hammell:  Geologist;  b.,  Hanover,  N.  J.,  1889;  grad.,  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  1839,  where  he  was  later  professor,  and, 
1864,  vice  president;  state  geologist  of  N.  J.,  and  mem.  of  various  scientific 
societies. 

Brig. -Gen.  Henry  F. :  Soldier ;  a  native  of  Mississippi ;  killed  in  battle 
at  Briston  Station,  Va.,  1863;  distinguished  himself  in  war  with  Mexico,  and 
fought  gallantly  with  Confederates  during  Civil  War. 

Mrs.  Hosea  and  Mrs.  Jesse:  Pioneers;  of  their  early  life  nothing  authen¬ 
tic  is  known.  In  1792  they,  with  their  husbands,  were  occupying  two  log  cabins 
in  the  Innis  settlement  near  Frankfort,  Ky.  In  April  of  that  year  a  band  of 
Indians  attacked  the  settlement,  killed  the  husbands  of  the  two  women,  and  sur¬ 
rounded  their  barricaded  home.  But  the  intrepid  widows,  killing  the  savage 
chief,  fought  off  his  infuriated  followers  and  ended  the  raid. 

Hon.  James  Merrill:  Financier;  b.,  Ballston,  N.  Y.,  1807;  mem.  State 
Senate,  1848-51  and  1864-65;  State  Treasurer,  1851,  and  superintendent  of  the 
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banking  department  of  the  state  from  1856  till  1861.  XXOc?  ( 

Rev.  John:  Canadian  clergyman;  b.,  Sanquhar,  Dundries-shire,  about 
1810;  educated  at  Edinburgh  University;  ordained  by  Presbytery  at  Dunbar¬ 
ton,  1835 ;  temporary  president  of  Queen’s  College,  Kingston,  1857,  and  acted 
as  prof,  of  divinity  two  sessions;  a  founder  and  faculty  mem.  of  Morin  College, 
Quebec ;  moderator  of  the  first  general  assembly. 

Rev.  Joseph:  Author;  b.,  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.,  1838;  entered  Yale,  1858, 
and  graduated  with  honors ;  studied  four  years  at  Andover ;  went  on  a  lecturing 
tour  around  the  world,  1880,  making  numerous  appearances  in  Great  Britain; 
published  several  works,  including  “Orient”  (1886). 

Hon.  John:  Soldier;  b.,  Belleville,  Ill.,  1825;  s.  Daniel  Pope  (lawyer); 
was  left  possessor  of  a  large  fortune  at  an  early  age;  began  his  education  under 
his  grandfather,  Gov.  Edwards.  At  beginning  of  Civil  War,  in  1861,  he  com¬ 
manded  the  first  regiment  raised  in  Ill. ;  later  served  in  other  important  com¬ 
mands ;  attained  brevet  rank  of  Major-General. 

John  Williston:  Educator;  b.,  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  1844;  s.  Harry  DeWitt; 
grad.,  Illinois  State  Normal  Univ.,  1865;  and  in  June,  1800,  was  elected  its 
president,  later  resigning  to  become  president  of  Northern  Illinois  State  Normal 
School;  president  of  normal  department  of  the  National  Education  Association 
in  1896  and  1904. 

Lemuel:  Soldier;  b.,  Plymouth,  Conn.,  1754;  entered  army  at  age  of  sev¬ 
enteen;  participated  in  campaign  against  Cornwallis  in  Va.,  and  at  close  of  war 
received  an  honorable  discharge  signed  by  Gen.  Washington. 

Marc:  Author;  b.,  Providence,  R.  I.,  1854;  s.  Rev.  Theodore  Dwight; 
left  Hamilton  College,  1874,  and  devoted  himself  to  journalism;  author  of  “The 
Wilderness  Cure”  (N.  Y.,  1881).  * 

Martha  Elizabeth  Duncan  Walker:  Author;  b.,  Northumberland, 
Pa.,  1806;  sister  of  Robert  J.  Walker,  Secretary  of  Treasury;  m.,  at  age  of 
eighteen,  Lieut,  (afterward  Gen.)  William  Cook;  edited  the  “Continental 
Monthly,”  published  in  New  York,  and  contributed  many  poems,  sketches  and 
tales  to  that  periodical ;  translated  several  works  from  the  German  and  French. 

Hon.  Philip:  Soldier;  b.,  Twiggs  Co.,  Ga.,  1817.  In  1859,  1860  aijd 
1863  served  in  State  Senate;  elected  to  Congress  in  1865,  but  was  not  allowed  to 
take  his  seat  by  reason  of  the  “disability  clause”  incurred  by  his  taking  up  arms 
against  the  Union.  After  repeal  of  the  law  creating  this  clause,  he  was  elected 
to  Congress  three  times,  serving  from  December  1,  1873,  to  March  3,  1879. 

Rev.  Russell  S. :  Secretary  of  the  American  Tract  Society;  b.,  New  Marl¬ 
borough,  Mass.,  1811.  In  1853  and  1856  he  went  to  Europe  and  established  his 
system  of  colportage  in  Scotland ;  later  became  identified  with  various  religious 
undertakings. 

Rev.  Valentine:  Clergyman;  b.,  Penna.,  1765;  m.  to  western  Virginia 
with  his  father  when  a  child ;  became  a  convert  to  Methodism  at  an  early  age, 
and  immediately  began  preaching.  In  1798  he  m.  to  Ky.  and  there  married  a 
niece  of  Gov.  Slaughter.  He  took  charge  of  Bethel  Seminary,  1799,  and  was 
afterward  principal  of  Harrodsburg  Academy. 

Hon.  Zebedee:  Insurance  manager;  b.,  Newburyport,  Mass.,  1786;  at  an 
early  age  went  to  Boston  to  seek  his  fortune ;  first  entered  on  a  mercantile 
career,  but  in  1815  turned  his  attention  to  insurance,  and  was  among  the  first 
to  introduce  into  this  country  the  system  known  as  “mutual  insurance” ;  after¬ 
wards  was  associated  with  many  large  companies.  He  was  a  lover  of  the  out 
of -doors,  and  an  amateur  horticulturist  of  note.

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(M)  RELIGIONS  OF  THE  COOKS 


For  several  centuries  the  Cooks  lived  in  England,  North  Ireland  and  Scot¬ 
land.  Most  of  the  British  (with  the  exception  of  those  living  in  South  Ireland), 
and,  likewise,  the  Cooks  were  and  are  of  the  Protestant  faith. 

There  are  a  few  Cooks  of  the  Catholic  faith  in  the  British  Isles,  but  it  is 
estimated  that  their  number  does  not  exceed  five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  Cook 
population. 

The  Cooks  who  came  from  the  British  Isles  to  America  continued  in  the 
faith  of  their  fathers,  for  the  most  part,  though  their  descendants  in  this  coun¬ 
try  today  will  be  found  in  the  memberships  of  practically  all  the  various  churches. 
It  is  estimated  that  of  all  the  Cooks  in  America  who  are  church  members,  at 
least  ninety-five  per  cent,  are  of  the  Protestant  faith.

ICA.  Their  religious  faiths  are  shown  as  follows:  BAPTIST,  3;  CONGRA-
